Tall  pink 
bicolor,  similar  to  but  slightly  paler  than  Lever- 
rier,  but  of  stronger  growth  and  more  widely

Arg^entina.  Tall  white  Caterina  seedling  of  un- 
usual size  and  height.  Has  wintered  and  flower- 
ed well  in  Massachusetts,  where  it  was  much 
admired $15.00 

Azulado.  Sister  seedling  of  Argentina.  Huge 
white  flowers  of  which  the  falls  are  slightly 
flushed  lavender.  Tall  and  vigorous  in  our 
garden $10.00 

Bellcrio  (Korolkowi  X Germanica).  A similar 
cross  to  Carmelo  has  given  a very  distinct 
flower  of  mouse  grey,  not  large  but  well  placed 
on  30-inch  branched  stems.  Absolutely  distinct 
in  its  soft  subdued  coloring $2.50 

Bsplendido  (Mesopotamica  X Parisiana).  A flne 
big  red-purple  bicolor  with  such  beautifully 
branched  stems  that  its  garden  effect  is  strik- 
ing. As  “Seedling  44“  it  was  much  coveted  last 
season  in  the  garden $5.00 

Gaviota.  Creamy  white  plicata,  both  standards 
and  falls  distinctly  edged  yellow.  Of  flne  finish 
, and  good  texture,  the  coloring  of  its  medium- 
sized flowers  is  unusual.  Hardiness  quite  un-

Zia  Pavorita.  A Trojana  Caterina  cross  resulting 
in  a blue-purple  self  of  same  shade  as  Mandra- 
liscae  or  Miranda  but  far  surpassing  these  in 
size.
